helped convict him of second de- 
gree murder charges, Hans Han- 
son, 29, was paroled by the state 
pardon board. He has served six 
years and three months of his 25 
year sentence. 


Hanson was convicted of killing 


his employer, James H. Stevens, 
at Omaha, July 16, 1930. District 
Judge John W. Yeager of Omaha, 
who prosecuted the case as dep- 
uty 
county attorney, 
interceded 


with the pardon board in Han- 
son's behalf, as did Frank B. Law- 
son, Omaha attorney who told the 
board

and 
Yeager 
were 


"thoroly convinced" of Hanson's 
innocence. 


Stevens' body was found in his 


bed. He had been brutally mur- 
dered. During the trial, Hanson 
was unable to give a complete ac- 
count of his activities the night 
of the killing, and the case hinged 
on a footprint beneath the bed- 
room window.

When the widow decided to take 


under the statutes, he contended, 
It so disrupted the terms of the 
will that it could not be put into 
operation. Hence the estate must 
tie treated as intestate 
He had 


found but one other 
will any- 
thing like Schweizer's and that 
one passed upon by a Missouri 
court, which held the will was 
disrupted by election. 


Judge 
Reid sat 
because his

had 
original 
jurisdiction 
over construction of the will af- 
fecting personal property, and tha 
district court has original juiis- 
diction in the matter of the real 
estate.

"Do you think you are big 
enough to be his guardian?" asked 
Regan. 


Hugh B. Ashmore declared that 
opponents of the

"It is not in the nature of an 


accusation against the President," 
he said. "It is merely that we are 
asking congress not to enact legis- 
lation which certainly will reflect 
against the chief executive.

that form " 


Senator Cady referted to it as a

Paine Refutes 
Many Ac- 


cepted Legends. 


Despite the hundreds of books, 


thousands of articles, and news- 
paper stories written about Abra- 
ham Lincoln, much is untrue ac- 
cording to Justice Bayard H 
Paine who spoke to Kiwanis club 
Friday 
The legend persists, he said, that 


Lincoln was one of the greatest 
lawyers of his time. Justice Paine 
said that a study shows that Lin- 
coln had only two cases that might 
be called great, one for the Illinois 
Central and one for Cyrus McCor- 
mick. 
"He was a peculiar lawyer," he 


said, "and he did have nerve. He 
withdrew from two cases after he 
found out that his client had mis- 
represented the facts " 
Justice Fame touched on the le- 


gend that Tom Lincoln, father of 
the Great Emancipator, 
was a 
shiftless, poor, mountaineer. 


He declared that Tom Lincoln 
was reputed to be worth $8,000 at 
the time of his son's birth 
There is no denying, he said, 
that 
Tom Lincoln was a cold 


father or that Abraham Lincoln 
disliked his father intensely, never 
visiting him when he was sick or

Some of his as- 
senting opinions have 
been of 


value too as the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch points out. One of these 
was when he joined other mem- 
bers of the court in pronouncing 
the NRA invalid. 


A correspondent says the ten- 


dency is to tax more and more 
those whose income 
continually 


grows less and less. There 
are 


those who say the tax burden is 
not irritating, that the people will 
gladly pay in consideration of the 
extra amount of government given. 
Sometimes there are indications 
that this Is true, but these indi- 
cations do a fadeaway when the 
tax paying season approaches. 


The lower Mississippi country Is 


concerned over the disturbing pub- 
licity that the flood has given it. 
Ohio valley people were more dis- 
turbed over the damage done by 
the flood. In the Ohio valley the 
trouble is because of flood losses. 
In the deeper south the trouble U 
that tourists are avoiding that 
part of the country and the cash 
registers are not ringing as fre- 
quently as business men would 
like to hear them. 


Mayor Dickman of St. Louis 


has issued orders that strictest 
surveillance be employed to pre- 
vent conversion of city motor cars 
to private use. The order came 
after a city owned car had fig- 
ured in a fatal motor car acci- 
dent when it was not in city use. 
Every city should watch to make 
certain illegal use is not made 
of city property. That abuse has 
happened everywhere, has 
even 


happened in Lincoln, if not re- 
cently at least in the past. 


The Lindberghs have reached 


Tripoli where they are visiting the 
famous Italian exile, Gen. Balbo. 
Balbo Is the governor of Tripoli. 
He was given this post when the 
fame he acquired by leading an 
air squadron across the Atlantic 
to America began to irritate Mus- 
solini who wants all the homage 
of the Italian people for himself. 
Balbo is an ardent fascist and a 
militant nationalist, but he at- 
tracted too much attention to 
himself for his own good. 


Following the- signing of the 


agreement between General Mo- 
tors and the strikers' representa- 
tives, the sitdown strikers paraded 
out of the two plants in Flint 
which they have held so long, even 
In defiance of a court order. The 
strikers 
are 
apparently 
well 


pleased 
with developments and 


especially happy at being free to 
come out into the open again. The 
mere fact that a settlement has 
been reached, regardless of its ex- 
act nature, is pleasing to most of 
those directly involved. 


A great deal of skill will have 


to be used by Mexican officials if 
a serious clash between the gov- 
ernment and groups of worshipers 
in the state of Vera Cruz is to be 
avoided. Vera Cruz state is just 
now being swept by a new relig- 
ious tide and the wishes of many 
people run contrary to the law. 
Officialdom has a touchy problem 
on its hands. It can use force and 
probably win a quick victory. But 
to do so might mean a desperate 
battle and considerable bloodshed. 
The government will probably win 
a greater victory if it is able to 
handle this situation without force, 
•von if it has to prive ground.

considerable quantities. It !• 1m- 
pOMible to estimate just how much 
money Is coming in, but 


are able to tMure those interested 
that the *um* are l4rge. Esti- 
mates are not accurate because 
it Is impossible to tell how much 
buying of stock* U foreign, and 
it i» known that foreign purchases 
of stocks represent the mission of 
much of the foreign capital com- 
ing into the country. The imme- 
diate effect of this movement of 
foreign 
money is to stimulate 


speculation. The market advances, 
reflecting purchases, at a greater 
pace/ than the actual prosperity of 
the nation justifies. The ultimate 
effect will be a rather severe re- 
action which will have no founda- 
tion in the economic situation in 
this country. A disturbance abroad 
may cause a great flood of sell- 
ing when the United States is still 
moving onward and upward in a 
commercial way. 


INTEREST RATES. 


The fact that the Pennsylvania 


Railroad company has been able 
to place a huge issue of first mort- 
gage bonds yielding 3U percent 
interest at 108 and that the New 
York Central is planning to dupli- 
cate this financial feat would in- 
dicate that owners of capital in 
this country are not convinced 
that recovery is so far along that 
they may expect to enjoy higher 
interest rates in the near future. 
On the basis of yield and earning 
power these Pennsylvania bonds 
should not have sold at much 
above par, if any, but the offering 
was sweetened 
by a 
provision 


which permits the owner of bonds 
to convert them into stock at $50 
at any time within the next 15 
years. The Pennsylvania railroad 
had 
been a 
consistent 
money 


earner over a long period of years 
prior to the depression, and in 
the east investments in its stocks 
and bonds were eagerly sought. 
Thousands of persons were placed 
in a bad way financially when 
dividends dropped from the stand- 
ard of 6 percent to where it was 
paying but a dollar. At present 
it is paying $2 and the stock is 
quoted at 43. The high price the 
bond issue brought indicates a be- 
lief that stock values will in due 
time get back to the old levels. 


Low interest rates are one of 


the sure indices of unsettled times. 
The old level would have been 
greatly reduced by the pressure of 
money seeking Investment if the 
government had not led the van, 
but probably would not have gone 
as low as at present. The level of 
today has prompted many corpo- 
rations with good records to take 
advantage of the opportunity to 
place long time borrowings at un- 
usually low rates and to exchange 
7 percent preferred stock for 5 
percent. Preferred stock is a form 
of corporate borrowing which has 
no maturity dates, and has been 
in favor with small investors be- 
cause of the security offered, be- 
ing preferred as to assets and 
dividends over common stock. 


The action of congress in giv- 


ing two years more of life to RFC 
means that until June 30, 1939, 
the government purse will remain 
as an open competitor of the bank- 
ers, and act to prevent any undue 
rise in interest rates. 


PLEASED BY WAR GAINS. 
A report from Vatican City in- 


dicates that Pope Pius XI is in 
good spirits despite his Infirmity. 
It also said that he "rejoiced over 
the 
Spanish fascist capture of 


Malaga." The report added that 
prelates said the holy father was 
following closely developments in 
the Spanish civil war. 


A man of the cloth might be ex- 


pected to be a man of peace. Pope 
Pius probably is a man of peace. 
But he has a definite interest in 
the fascist cause in Spain in spite 
of the fact that to a large extent, 
Catholic is fighting Catholic 
In 


Spain, that Christian is fighting 
Christian, that the 
Moors, 
at 


least those who are taking part 
in the struggle, are on the fascist 
side. 


The distressing aspect of this 


situation is that where the church 
might be a great instrument of 
peace, its temporal head is actu- 
ally partisan. Pope Pius Is open 
in his support of the rebel cause. 
He has not attempted to disguise 
his feelings. Due to the interest of 
the church in one side of this 
bloody dispute, the church is not 
an instrument of peace in the pres- 
ent war. 


The pope was reported to believe 


fascist advances would shorten the 
period of bloodshed in the conflict 
That is on? way of looking at it. 
But wouldn't it have been better to 
have taken steps to avoid the con- 
flict? Or, falling in that, wouldn't 
it have been better to bend every 
effort toward arranging a prompt 
settlement ? 


If the head of the church which 


is virtually the Only church in 
Spain looks to fighting and a 
fascist victory to bring a prompt 
end to bloodshed In this conflict, 
he is also looking to a • political 
victory for the church, for the! 
church has definitely allied itself i 
with the rebel cause. 
A prompt 


settlement without a fascist vic- 
tory is 
evidently 
not 
contem- 


plated. 


All in all, lent begins in a sorry 


Spain. 
The country U bidding 


and mlnerable. And the consensus 
off opinion abroad tevoui to b< that 


the warring faction* should fight 
it out until one or the other group 
is exterminated. 


1JLAJNS STATES ECONOMY. 
The president has outlined a 


program and economy for the 
plains states, the area between the 
Mississippi river and the Rockies 
from border to border, a program 
which he has presented to con- 
gress. There Is nothing spectacu- 
lar in the outline of developments 
he deems necessary. There is no 
shelterbelt, no ship canal, no Pas- 
samaquoddy. There is no magic 
in the whole thing. It is a plain, 
dull program. 
Perhaps 
because 


there Is no conjuring, no spec- 
tacular, expensive and highly im- 
practical cure-all offered, the plan 
may have merit. 


A number of things which the 


president suggested can be done 
with beneficial results. The pur- 
chase of land by public bodies to 
prevent misuse, and to start rec- 
lamation, would be 
helpful. 
It 


would take land whioh is now 
competing for the market out of 
production. Of course one cannot 
favor a program that takes land 
out of production on the one hand 
and reclaims waste land for pro- 
duction purposes, on the other. 


Such matters as the expansion 


of the size of farms too small to 
maintain families, the adoption of 
correct farming methods, methods 
adapted to the area of light rain- 
fall in which the land is situated, 
the extension of co-operative graz- 
ing associations, and other such 
suggestions can be encouraged by 
state and federal legislation. But 
they cannot be brought 
about 


quickly nor completely. They can 
be urged and Inducements offered 
to make people accept them, but 
they cannot be forced. 


That means that at best the 


president's suggestions 
are only 


aimed toward long time recovery. 
He is hoping to attain a stable 
situation years hence. 
He has 


nothing much to offer right now. 
There is no plan for building a 
huge reservoir In every plains 
county and running pipes out to 
each farm. Nothing fancy, noth- 
ing spectacular. The president has 
outlined 
a program that was 


drawn up after a careful study of 
the situation. Most of the proj- 
ects are already under way in one 
form or another. Legislation to 
encourage them may speed up tha 
slow process of evolution. 


FOOTNOTES. 


The obsolescence of big build- 
ings is slight compared to that of 
private houses, either in city or 
country, 
writes 
Richard 
Dana 


Skinner in the North American 
Review. Consider the fire hazard 
alone in 99 out of every 100 
private houses. 
To what end do 


we cherish old family furniture, 
letters, documents, books, pictures 
and other works of art, if a match 
dropped in a wastebasket can de- 
stroy them in an hour? 
We in- 


sisted long ago on steel bodies for 
railroad cars and motor cars, but 
we still cling to a potential na- 
tional bonfire in the form of mil- 
lions of wooden frame houses. 


The technology of new building 
materials makes a fireproof recon- 
struction of all the private houses 
in this country not only possible 
but, in all common sense, imper- 
ative. If the cost is high today, 
because of present limited use of 
steel and cement and composition 
materials, the cost 
would drop 


overnight if the potential demand 
were once realized. 


Then there is the accumulated 
obsolescence in the construction of 
moving units on the railroads. 
Since we are supposed to live for 
hours or days in railroad cars, 
they, too, are part of the con- 
struction industry's potentiaJs. A 
few new units, and many more old 
units, have air conditioning of a 
sort. But what essential changes 
can we name in the sleeping car 
over the last 40 years ? We must 
still pay hotel rates (over and 
above the cost of being pulled 
along- tracks) for standard dormi- 
tory or flophouse accommodation, 
utterly without privacy, and with 
our ears subject to the assault of 
the breathing of 30 neighbors. 


In all these matters. It is a new, 
keen and active resentment of the 
obsolete that promises our sole re- 
lief from technological unemploy- 
ment and slow economic death. We 
are not being conservative in seek- 
ing to conserve obsolete assets. A 
vastly more important obligation 
is to conserve the demand for hu- 
man labor, in all industries and 
thruout every department of eco- 
nomic life, as we have already 
started to do in the case of the 
motor car, the drinking- cup, the 
radio, and the tin can. 


Almost the only real wastage, 
measure-! by our new standard, is 
the wastage of human lives in 
sultry bread lines, anj in carrying 
the conservation of "things" to 
the puritanical point of denying 
• ,ork to men. That is the virtue 
of thrift turned into the vice of an 
economic blue law. 


The treasury records set the 


public debt at 341 
2 billion dollars. 


Since the late 20's it has' about 
doubled. It is now almost 8 billion 
dollars over the 1919 war time 
peak. Heavy expenditures for re- 
lief 
and employment will force 
this figure still higher, altho the 
administration hopes that revenue* 
will soon takf carp of all expendi- 
tures. The weight of this debt will 
be felt for a long time. It will 
constitute a burden on progress 
for many yo.irs to romp. Kve-n tho 
enourmous savings are arranged 
all along tho line, taxes will re- 
main heavy for a long time to 
come because interest charges on 
this huge debt run into many mil- 
lions. This interest burden cannot 
b^ avoided It must bo carried, to- 
gether with a program for drht 
liquidation 
and current expendi- 
tures. These three expenses con- 
stitute a sizable mini mum below 
which the budget cannot be cut 
under any circumstances. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
The Nebraska state liquor com- 
mission went out collecting and 
after some expenditure of energy 
succeeded in dropping something 
over $18.800 into the •tate'tf till. 
Some psople may wonder why the 
liquor commission has not done a 
cash busme** from the start. It 
must b« borne in mind that plac- 
ing a new law in full force and ef- 
fect requires some time and much 
patience, and that administering 
a liquor law is about the most dif- 
ficult thing1 imaginable. The peo- 
ple will be pardoned, however, if 
they express curiosity to know if 
there are other bills of consider- 
able size outstanding that might 
be collected, where the proceeds 
could be used to pay the cost of 
government. 


The effect of a legislative reso- 
lution concerning a national mat- 
ter on congress is always of doubt- 
ful effect. 
Congressmen are apt 


to 
feel 
that 
legislators 
were 
elected to look after state mat- 
ters. Still, in a case where an is- 
sue is raised and the voters can- 
not possibly be heard, the legis- 
lature may properly speak. When 
a legislature suggests that its state 
members 
in congress 
oppose 
the presidential judiciary plan it 
may be wasting its breath. 
Yet 


congressmen may 
Well consider 
the fact that legislators are at 
home, in close touch with the peo- 
ple, and that they are responding 
to a public demand. Texas is dem- 
ocratic. Legislators there acted on 
this issue. So it would not seem 
that Nebraska's non-political leg- 
islature, 
chosen in an election 
where the democrats won, is act- 
ing out of turn when it also at- 
tempts to speak for the state. 


In fact it would seem entirely 
appropriate for Nebraska to speak 
out in a meeting of the sisterhood 
of states when the proposal before 
congress "is contrary to long ob- 
served principles of a government 
for which the founding fathers set 
up a system of checks and bal- 
ances, and would make the judicial 
branch subservient to the execu- 
tive branch and would lead the 
country toward dictatorship." 


The Nebraska 
Farmers Union 
has been meeting in Omaha this 
week and the veteran president of 
that organization, H. G. Keeny, 
still holds the helm. That organiza- 
tion passed many resolutions, and 
because the organization has 14,- 
652 members in this state what it 
says may be taken to represent a 
slice of farmer sentiment much 
larger than its memberships may 
indicate. Therefore when it recom- 
mends a 
change in 
unicameral 


membership from 43 to 100, the 
remuneration 
for 
members 
re- 


maining the same, a great many 
people will prick up their ears and 
listen. Of course 
the 
Farmers 
Union is a minority, but it is an 
organized minority, an entity that 
many people in public office look 
upon with trembling these days. 


The Farmers Union passed other 
resolutions at its Omaha meeting-. 
For another thing it wants con- 
gress to repeal the reciprocal trade 
agreement law. It favors extension 
of the moratorium 
law for two 
years; it would repeal the intang- 
ible tax law; it opposes diversion 
of gas tax money; opposes a tax 
on tractor fuel; it would absolve 
small truckers from the regula- 
tions enforced on big truckers; it 
favors the maintenance of the in- 
sane by the state rather than by 
the counties; favors a constitu- 
tional amendment placing munici- 
palities on the tax rolls, favors a 
uniform system of budgeting- for 
all government agencies; 
would 


permit farmers to hunt wild game 
on their own properties during the 
open season 
without a 
license; 


would levy tax on ability to pay 
and would favor an excess profits 
tax. 


develop Zepp*lin type aircraft tor

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TAIJL. 


The union opposes the building

beneficiary for the last year of 
a 
federal 
works 
project 
upon 


which a total of $9,000 was ex- 
pended from government funds to 
pay wages of women workers, 
numbering at one time as high 
as 20 whose employment was stag- 
gered over a period of time, some 
putting in 30 and some 60 hours 
a month. 
They were paid 42 


cents an hour. They wore engaged 
in repairing and mending books, 
and their employment resulted in 
the salvaging of a large number 
of volumes that would otherwise 
have been discarded as the funds 
available from the city for this 
purpose are limited. Kight stu- 
dents who draw a total of §110 
a month, are detailed to the li- 
brary by the national youth ad- 
ministration.

Various investigators have tested 
toothbrushes from 
the 
sanitary 


viewpoint and the 
consensus 
of 
their findings is that once 
the 


brush has been used it 
harbors 


many bacteria for the rest of its 
time in service. 
On this 
score 


some dentors object to the ordi- 
nary practice of rinsing the brush 
and setting it away 
until next 


time. 
The insist on painstaking 


cleaning of the brush after each 
brushing of the teeth, 
by

means or another. 


For many years I have had a 
pair of hair brushes and a 
nail 


brush which will stand boiling and 
these brushes are as good as new 
today. 
Why can't tooth brushes 


be made in similar fashion, bristles 
set in metal, so that they may be 
sterilized as often as desired by the 
only dependable method—boiling 
or steam under pressure? 


An ingenious contrivance for 
brushing the teeth consists of a 
detachable brush made of veget- 
able fibre which ia discarded after 
each brushing-, the handle being 
readily sterilized. 
Another, espe- 


cially suitable for 
mothers 
or 
nurses in cleaning the teeth of in- 
fants or young children and effi- 
cient also for adults, is a tooth 
napkin, a small square of cloth im- 
pregnated with a polishing ingred- 
ient commonly used by dentists in 
polishing teeth, the napkin being 
wrapped over a finger and so used 
to rub teeth and gums, then dis- 
carded. Young children quickly 
learn to clean their teeth with 
these napkins. From the sanitary 
viewpoint both contrivances 
are 
ideal. The tooth napkins, devised 
by Dr. J. P. Carmichael, do keep a 
fine lustre On the teeth. 


When green stains come on the 
teeth and ordinary cleaning will 
not remove them, a drop or two of 
tincture of iodin on the wet brush 
will usually prove efficacious. Fol- 
low this with a brushing with a 
drop or two of aromatic spirit of 
ammonia on the wet brush, to re- 
move any remaining dark 
stain 


and increase the bleaching effect. 
Finally rinse with a teaspoonful of 


peroxide in an ounce or two of 
water. The iocttn can be uaea for 
two or three days in »ucceaaion. 
and for a child of six year* can be 
repeated as often as twice a week. 
An adult may UM the iodin every 
day for a few week* if neceaaary.

Advantage* for 
Youth 
In the 


Present Plan. 
WASHINGTON.—The 
assump- 


tion in an editorial which appeared 
in "The Journal" on January 26, 
that youth is penalized in the old- 
age benefits system established by 
the Social Security Act, may be 
justified if the question is given 
only a one-sided examination. Like 
almost 
all 
questions, however, 
there are two sides. 
It ia true that the benefits pay- 


able under the Social Security Act 
are more favorable for those al- 
ready old than for younger work- 
ers per unit of accumulated earn- 
ings after 1936, and to those who 
have relatively short periods in a 
covered employment. This situa- 
tion, however, serves to improve 
the economic status of the younger 
workers. When it is possible for 
older persons to retire from the 
highly competitive labor market 
in the fields of Industry and com- 
merce, younger workers will de- 
rive at least three advantages: 
First: The withdrawal of older workers 
will tend to Increase employment oppor- 
tunities 
for promotion 
tor 
the younger 
workers; 
Second: The hitherto entirely dependent 
aged relatives whom the >ounKer workers 
support may have 
Independent 
incomes 
In the form of old-age benefits which will 
aerve to increase the total resources of 
the family and; 
Third: The tax 
burden of Public as- 
ciitance for the aged will be considerably 
reduced. 
These gains will become obvious 


when a large number of the aged 
wage earners have qualified for 
monthly benefits of appreciable 
amounts. 
Altho Nebraska 
has 
not yet 


adopted an unemployment com- 
pensation 
law, 
such legislation 
will, I understand, be considered, 


and one of the pamphlets I am 
sending to vou deals with that 
question.

LOST G. M. STRIKE 


Dispute Prolonged Unneces- 


sarily by Bungling Efforts 


in Washington.

WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


Effort* to claim victory in the 
auto strike ara meaningleaa be- 
caua« neither General Motors nor 
John Lewis won. and instead the 
American people lost. 


For the auto strike waa one of 


the coatliMt in history. The work- 
er* in Michigan and 
elsewhere 


whose wages were reduced to zero 
for several weeks lost the strike. 
No union is going to pay them 
back the taony they lost nor is 
the purchasing power represented 
by the many millions of dollars of 
payroll going to be recovered for 
the communities in which the auto 
workers live. 
The question naturally arises 
whether the strike gained any- 
thing for anybody and whether it 
could really have been shortened. 
Anyone who examines the terms 
of settlement cannot but come to 
the conclusion that General Mo- 
tors granted at the final settle- 
ment and John Lewis obtained 
thru it precisely what could have 
been got on Jan. 4 last, when the 
peace parleys began in Gov. Mur- 
phy's office. 
The mistake made by Mr. Lewis 
was in breaking up these peace 
negotiations by a demand for ex- 
clusive recognition for his union 
aa a bargaining agency. This was 
untenable from the outset, and 
many labor union strategists say 
that the technique of a strike is 
never to demand something that 
cannot be compromised and which 
leaves one's side open to attack 
if a retreat has to come. 
As for General Motors its orig- 
inal mistake was in insisting that 
negotiations be carried 
on 
in 
plants instead of with the one gen- 
eral management, a position, how- 
ever, from which the company re- 
ceded promptly enough to escape 
the blame for 
prolonging the 
Strike. 
Law and order didn't come out 


Bo well in the strike, but, if the 
truth is ever confessed by the 
union leaders, they will be com- 
pelled to admit that the granting 
of an injunction against the sit- 
down Strikers v<ps a very vital 
point in the whole strike strategy 
because the Lewis union was put 
in an embarrassing position with 
public sentiment. 
On the 
one 
hand, to withdraw the sitdown 
strikers was to acknowledge de- 
feat and lose the only leverage 
the auto strikers really possessed 
as a minority, but on the other 
hand, to defy the injunction itself 
was to swing public opinion from 
the sitdown strikers. 
The more it became apparent 
that the local police at Fiini. would 
have to be augmented for a battle 
in which the militia might have to 
Join, the more it was evident that 
the strike had to come to a quick 
conclusion. 
In this respect, the 
pressure of the injunction itself 
worked the strike negotiations to 
a climax, and yet there was no 
pitched battle or open warfare 
such as might have come if the 
negotiations carried on by the gov- 
ernor had come to naught. 


Murphy in Tight Spot. 


Gov. 
Murphy was in a tight spot 
thruout. He waa carrying the loijd 
of an administration at Washing- 
ton which had messed up the sit- 
uation considerably and he was 
facing in Michigan demands for 
enforcement 
of 
the 
injunction 
which he knew might mean a 
tragic ending. So while he stalled 
of the sheriff and angry citizens 
of Flint, and in this sense law and 
order may be considered to have 
been ignored, the fact remains 
that sitdown strikes now have 
been widely condemned by public 
opinion and by a court of law, so 
the next time they occur in other 
situations the demands for the use 
of eviction orders will be prompt 
and doubtless effective immedi- 
ately. 
( 
There were, from an academic. 
standpoint, gains by both General j 
Motors and John Lewis in the 
final settlement. Mr. Lewis suc- 
ceeded in focusing the attention of 
workers generally—his prospective 
members—on what can be done by 
an insistent minority and he did 
succeed in getting: recognition for 
his own membership as a group in 
any general parleys of wages and ! 
hours with a big industrial cor- 
poration. 
From a labor standpoint, every 


concession, no matter how small, j 
is magnified in a membership 
drive, but the letter from General 
Motors and the agreement itself 
make it quite clear that no ex- 
clusive bargaining rights have 
been granted and that the rights 
of the Lewis group as well as the 
non-Lewis workers will have to be 
defined by Gov. Murphy himself 
as the future mediator during a 
period of six months. It's a sort 
el compulsory arbitration for a 
limited period on a collateral is- 
sue —how a minority can bargain 
without injuring the majority in 
the plant. 


General Motors, on the other 
hand, succeeded in maintaining 
succesfully that it would not rec- 
ognize any group as the exclusive 
bargaining agency for non-union 
or any other workers in their 
plants who might be affiliated 
with the A. F. of L. This prin- 
ciple has an important bearing on 
the future of industrial warfare 
and much will depend on whether 
the Wagner labor relations act is 
declared unconstitutional. If it is 
held valid, then som« amendment 
of the law is bound to be com- 
pelled by public opinion so that the 
rights of the minority will be pro- 
tected against a majority, and vice 
versa. These issues are far from 
settled. 


Basically the strike is a sad ex- 


ample of how political govern- 
ment, refuning to act thru federal 
mediation machinery, prolonged a 
strike that could have been set- 
tled locally, namely by thfl gover- 
nor of Michigan, weeks ago, if 
tho national administration had 
not got mixed up in th« politics 
of the L«-wi* controversy with the 
A. F. of L. aa to th* form of union 
that shall represent workers for

colective bargaining in America. 
Collective bargaining, of course, 
now has been more widely adver- 
tised than ever and the public has 
been educated on various aspects 
of modern labor warfare, Includ- 
ing 
the 
technique of sitdown 
strikes, but if the lesson learned 
is that reason and persuasion and 
impartial administration at Wash- 
ington can do more to forward the 
cause of the •workers than any- 
thing1 else, the fight may not have 
been fought altogether in vain.

One of 3 Work Relief Prin- 


ciples, Says Hopkins. 


WASHINGTON. 13"). Fitting the 


unemployed for jobs in private in- 
dustry, Administrator 
Harry L. 
Hopkins 
said, has 
been one of 
three principles 
of the federal 
work relief program. "We had to 
give the jobless the kind of work 
which would preserve, restore or 
increase their working ability, and 
thus make them better competi- 
tors for private jobs," he said in 
making public a 110-page sum- 
mary of information on which of- 
ficials based the program.

Dr. Carrel, 53, and a native of

Rockefeller institute for medical 
research. In 1912 he received the 
Mozel prize for research in sutur- 
.ng blood vessels and transplant- 
ing organs. 
The award was established in 
memory of John Henry, Cardinal 
Newman, who died in 1890. Pre- 
sentation will be made Feb. 21 at 
the University of Illinois. A com- 
mittee including five university 
faculty members, select the recipi- 
ent. 


Previous winners included Sen- 
ators Nye and Norris, Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan, Pasadena, Calif., and 
Frank B. Kellogg, St. Paul. 
"Dr. Carrel has achieved world 


eminence for his pioneer work in 
developing a technique for trans- 
plantation of limbs and organs, 
and for 
the 
preservation 
and

of organs outside the 


body," the citation read. "Of far- 
reaching importance for the sav- 
ing of human life was his discov- 
ery of a method for the treatment 
of wounds so as to keep them con-

Dr Ebaugh pointed out patients 


are admitted to the state mental 
hospitals in Nebraska by commit- 
ment by the county insanity board, 
which consists of the clerk of the 
district court, a physician and a 
lawyer appointed by the district 
judge The 250 patients who have 
been regularly commited for care 
and treatment are waiting admis- 
sion in jails almshouses, or cared 
for at county expense, he said. 
He asserted many of those not 
cared for aic hazards or nuisances 
to their communities

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JAPANESE CABINET 


SLASHES THE BUDGET 


Alarmed by Soaring Prices in 


Country for Necessi- 


ties of Life. 


TOKYO. (JP>. The new cabinet 


Of 
Premier 
Senjuro 
Hayashl, 
alarmed by soaring prices for the 
necessities of life, slashed 269,000,- 
000 yen ($76.759.150) from Japan's 
record-breaking budget for 1937- 
38. The new total was 2,769,000.- 
OOO yen. 
It amounted approximately to 
$790,000,000 at 
the 
current ex- 
change value of th« yen (28.530 
cents) as compared with the ap- 
proximately $870,000,000 called for 
in the budget compiled by Finance 
Minister Ellehio Baba in the re- 
cently resigned cabinet of Premier 
Koki Hlrota. 
The ministers, approving the 
budgetary estimates for the fiscal 
year from next April 1 to March 
31. 1988, cut $13,126,100 from the 
army and navy appropriations, in 
equal slices or 23,00,000 yen ($6,- 
663,050). 
The new army estimates were 
set at 704,000,000 yen (S200.8SG,- 
OOO) and for the navy at 658,000,' 
000 yen ($187,760,330). 
The revised draft was submitted 
to Toyotaro Yuki, the new finance 
minister, who recommended a tax 
Increase over last year of 290,000,- 
000 yen ($82,747,500). 
Altho still increasing the rev- 
enue to be produced by taxation, 
Yuki's figures cut 170,000,000 yen 
($48,507,500) from 
the 
amount 
Baba's proposals bad sought to 
raise it, 460,000,000 yen ($129,- 
261,000). 
Principal taxes 
under 
Yuki's 
plan to increase the government's 
revenue were on income, corpora- 
tions, business profits, interest on 
capital, inheritances, gold and sil- 
ver mines, production, stock ex- 
change profits and transactions, 
alcoholic beverages, sugar, auto- 
mobiles and automobile accessor- 
ies.The increase proposed in taxes 
on personal incomes ranged from 
20 to 70 percent, averaging about 
SO percent as compared to a 40 
percent average recommended un- 
der the Hirota government.

Brown liver in hot skillet, adding 
one-half to one cup water. 
Lay 


slices of bacon over liver. Braise 
slowly for two to three hours. 
Serve sliced across the grain of the 
liver. 
Thinly-sliced, steamed car- 


rots and stewed tomatoes are good 
companions. Gravy may be made 
from the liquid left after braising. 
A little vinegar or lemon juice 
added to the gravy will give a de- 
lightful piquancy.

Change by Usurpation. 


The pretense has already been 


cast aside that the president's 
main purpose is to expedite jus- 
tice and invigorate the Judiciary. 
His purpose is to revise the con- 
stitution so that henceforth it will 
mean what he wishes it to mean. 
By an act of lawless legality he 
would force two-thirds of the jus- 
tices to choose between resigning 
and being branded publicly as 
senile. Then he would appoint six 
young men who can be trusted to 
see eye to eye with him. Since no 
self respecting man of independ- 
ent mind would accept appoint- 
ment under such conditions, the 
subserviency of the six synthetic 
justices is assured. 


Since they may be expected to 


be around 40 years of age, and 
since justices seem to live long, 
the Roosevelt supreme court is 
likely to' interpret the constitution 
for about 30 years. Remembering 


NRA, 
which all nine 


of the 
present 
court 
that the 
members 
thought unconstitutional, is an Im- 
portant sample of what Mr. Roose- 
velt thinks a constitutional law 
ought to be, the new Roosevelt 
court will find no difficulty in 
granting the federal government 
the authority to say that a tailor 
in Jersey City shall go to jail if 
he does not charge the federal 
price for pressing a pair of pants. 
The Roosevelt court will, in short, 
find that the federal government 
has unlimited power over property 
and 
labor 
thruout 
the United 


States. 


The supremely Rooseveltian su- 


preme court will thus sit for about 
30 years as a continual constitu- 
tional convention. It will differ, 
however, from the original con- 
stitutional convention of 1787 in 
that it will not feel called upon 
to submit the new constitution to 
the states for ratification or to the 
people for their final judgment. 
This little oligarchy of six men 
will be the makers of a new con- 
stitutional system unless it should 
happen that one of Mr. Roosevelt's 
successors feels inspired to oust 
thorn as unceremoniously as Mr. j 
Roosevelt is seeking to oust the 
present court.

way the constitution designates— 
but let there be no change by usur- 
pation." 
Regardless of party or social 
philosophy, the great majority of 
the senators know that this meas- 
ure provides for a radical change 
in the distribution of power. They 
know that it evades the method of 
change designated in the constitu- 
tion, and that by using a legal 
trick it seeks to accomplish the 
change by usurpation. There are 
few men who will even attempt to 
deny this, and democratic leaders, 
like Senator Robinson, if they feel 
they must go thru with it, will al- 
ways regret what they have been 
compelled to do. For they will be 
remembered as the men who con- 
sented to constitutional revision by 
usurpation, and participated in a 
subtly legalized coup d'etat. 


The

scheme is an immeasurable injury 
to the cause of democracy in the 
world. Only two months ago Mr. 
Roosevelt was at Buenos Aires 
holding up America as an exam- 
ple to all the world of a nation 
which is riding the social crisis 
with Its own institutions unim- 
paired. And the boast was justi- 
fied. For the country had just 
passed thru a great popular elec- 
tion without disorder of any kind 
and the verdict of the majority 
had been accepted by the defeated 
party without rancor and with 
every disposition to abide by the 
result. 
And yet, suddenly, the 


president resorts to a device for 
making his will supreme which is 
distinguishable only in the suavity 
of its manner from any other coup 
d'etat. 


Thus he has announced to a 


world which is struggling desper- 
ately to preserve the essentials of 
lawful 
and orderly government 


that the great republic of the west 
is unable to proceed except by the 
usurpation of power on the part 
of 
a supreme leader. That 
is 


enough to make men sick at heart 
—to have to admit that in the 
great democracy of the new world, 
in the oldest republic of them all, 
the method of the coup d'etat has 
been revived.

THE MAIN FOODS' 


SUPPLIES VERY LOW 


Announced No Danger of 


Famine in Meat, Bread 


and Potatoes. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). The na- 
tion's supply of three principal 
foods—meat, bread and potatoes— 
is the lowest in many years, the 
department 
of 
agriculture 
re- 


ported. 
The department emphasized in 
a survey that there is no danger 
of famine, but said prices to con- 
sumers have increased about 10 
percent in the past year. 


The department said there are 


23 percent fewer cattle on feed 
in the corn belt than a year ago 
and warned that "fat cattle will 
be scarce." It reported 4 percent 
fewer lambs on feed than a year 
ago and the "probability of ad- 
vancing lamb prices." 


Despite one of the shortest crops 
in 50 years, there was a 6 per- 
cent increase in the fall pig crop, 
the department said. 
The 
fall 
slaughter of hogs last fall was 
higher, but prices may average 
higher this summer, the survey 
showed. 
The department described the 


feed situation as "very tight." The 
supply of feed grains is the small- 
est in 42 years, excepting 1934, it 
said. More than half of the 1936 
corn crop tyas used up before Jan.

Stocks 
on hand Jan. 1 were 27,500,000 
bushels less than a year ago.

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EGGS ARE GOOD FOOD BUY FOR THRIFTY 


By Bureau of Hume Etonoiiii<-», t . S. Department of Agriculture 


Hen* In the major egg-produc- 


tng section* have responded gen- 
erously 
to 
this 
winter's 
mild 


weather. The heavy laying season 
began several weeks earlier than 
usual this year, and eggs are one 
Of the best food buys at present. 


Egg prices are the lowest they 


have been in several, months. This 
Is not so good for egg-producers, 
but thrre is no reason why the 
consumer should not take advan- 
tage of the low cost to use eggs 
freely. 


The homemaker may find that 


her dealer 
carries 
government 


graded eggs, and if so, just now 
there are plenty of -U. S. Extras' 
or "Grade A" eggs on sale. 
"X. 


S. Standards" or "Grade B" eggs 
are also of good eating quality, 
tho slightly less perfect in quality 
and appearance 
Here- are the of- 


ficial 
specifications for 
"U. S. 


Kxtras": 


"The shell must be clean, sound, 


normal. The air cell must not ex- 
ceed two-eights inch in depth and 
must be regular, .or slightly tre- 
mulous. 
The yolk must be fairly 


well centered and its outline may 
be moderately defined. 
It may be 


Blightly mobile but must be free 
from visible 
germ 
development 


and practically free 
from 
other 


defects or blemishes. 
The white 


must be firm and clear." 


In "U. S. Standard" grade the 


•hell, while clean and sound, may 
be slightly abnormal in shape. The 
»ir cell may be an eighth of an 
inch larger 
and may 
move 
as 


much as half an inch. The yolk 
may move freely and show slightly 
visible 
germ 
development. The 


white must be reasonably firm and 
clear. 


Many prefer Grade A eggs for 


boiling and poaching- because the 
whites stand up well, but Grade B 
eggs are entirely satisfactory for 
table use. 
The grades depend on 


interior quality and 
appearance, 


not on the size of the eggs- Large, 
medium and small eggs may be 
found in any grade. 


In respect to size, if eggs are 


designated 
on the container as 


"large" a dozen must weigh at 
least 24 ounces. 
A dozen medium 


eggs must weigh 
not less 
than 


20'.2 ounces, and a dozen small 
•ggs at least 17 ounces. In buying 
one or another size, the housewife 
•hould ask 
herself 
whether the 


price for 
small eggs 
is enough 


lower 
to mean 
actual 
savings, 


since a dozen large ones might 
give her 7 ounces or 41 percent 
more food value than the smallest 
eggs permitted in the small eggs. 


Market specialists say that 'if 


•we should have severe weather in 
February or March, it might tem- 
porarily check the present rate of 
production or interfere with coun- 
ty collection 
and transportation.

The food specialists offer one 


caution on egg cookery. High tem- 
perature hardens most proteins. 
Because eggs are a protein food, 
the secret of success in keeping 
them tender is to control the heat. 


To poach a breakfast egg, drop 


it gently into boiling salted water 
in a shallow pan, cover, and im- 
mediately remove from the fire. 
The egg itself will cool the water 
below the boiling point, while the 
sudden heat into which the egg 
falls will coagulate the outside 
enough to keep the egg whole 
while it cooks. The salt in the 
water helps to keep the egg whole. 
A little vinegar will have the same 
effect. Or both may be used. Do 
not let the water boil again. Let 
the egg stand in the covered pan 
until firm—about five minutes. 


To soft cook eggs so that they 


will have a tender white (the old 
term used to be "coddle," and 
"boil" is outmoded entirely), start 
with the eggs in the shell in cold 
water to cover. Heat the water 


^y to simmering, but do 


not let it boil. When it begins to 
simmer, cover the pan, remove 
from the fire, and let stand for a 
few minutes. The length of time 
depends on the degree of softness 
to

cooked and on the number of eggs 
and the size of the pan. So it must 
be found somewhat by experience. 
Hard cooked eggs may be cooked 
the same way. but kept below 
boiling over a low fire for 30 min- 
utes after the water simmers. 


The same rules apply to soul- 


fles, meringues, custards, omelets 
and other kinds of cooked egg 
dishes. Use low heat thruout the 
cooking. Even a fried egg should 
be cooked in a pan with just a 
little fat, moderately hot. Cover 
it, if you like the top coated. Low 
heat keeps the egg white tender.

Couldn't Pay firemen and 


Police if Contention of 


Hotel Wins. 


City Attorney Laughlin in argu- 


ment before District Judge Frost 
Thursday afternoon before sub- 
mission of the Eppley Hotels com- 
pany case against the city to void 
some S43.0OO in city taxes, said 
that if the contention of the ho- 
tels company counsel should be 
sustained, limiting the city to 
1365,000 a year for general ex- 
penses, the city would be without 
money to pay police and firemen 
and would be unable to operate 
other departments of city govern- 
ment. 
Laughlin questioned J. R. Mc- 
Manus of Des Molnes, one of the 
attorneys for the hotels company, 
whether if the statute covering 
cities of the class from 40,000 to 
100,000 were repealed by the leg- 
islature, he would contend the city 
of Lincoln, under its home rule 
charter, would be left as a nonen- 
tity with no power to levy taxes. 
McManus had contended that the 
city having failed to make any 
provision in the charter for the 
manner or machinery of making 
tax assessment came under the 
general provisions of the' statutes, 
declared that it would not have 
any power to act. 
Laughlin contended 
that the 
city charter, under the home rule 
provisions of the constitution, hav- 
ing been adopted, the provision 
governing cities of the class of 
Lincoln does not apply. The city 
having ganted the power to rule 
itself and to tax under its char- 
ter, it is naturally implied that It 
has the power to take the steps 
to set up the machinery of col- 
lection. 
He quoted from the case of 
Schroder vs. Zehrung in 1922 in 
which the supreme court in an 
opinion said that if the city was 
still subject to the legislative char- 
ter which existed before home rule 
was adopted, there would be no 
purpose in granting a home rule 
charter. 


Say Claim 
Ridiculous. 


He designated the proposition of 
the hotel company that the taxes 
were not valid because the city 
- had not elected a tax commis- 
- Bioner, as provided in the old leg- 
"~ islative charter laws, as ridiculous. 
He said there was no provision in 
the new charter for the election of 


" m tax commissioner. The five com- 
- missioners were delegated with 
executive, judicial and legislative 
powers for the city., If a candidate 
for tax commissioner should want 
to file, the city treasurer would 
not accept his filing fee for there 
is no such elective office under 
the charter. He contended that 
P. H. Matbewa now acts merely 
as an agent of the council. 
Laughlin said that if there was 
no tax commissioner because he 
was not elected, then under the 
same theory there must be no city 
attorney, no clerk, and no city 
engineer. They were elected under 
the previous legislative charter. It 
was 
also provided that there 
should be three excise men to ap- 
point the chief of police and police- 
men but the mayor has exercised 
that authority. If the tax commis- 
sioner, Mathewa, as an employe, 
had performed the service, re- 
ceived th* salary, the tax assess- 
ments would stand in spite of 
what might be called an irregular- 
ity.He declared there had been no 
lack of due process as far as the 
hotels were concerned. The board 
of equalization sat and heard com- 
plaints. The hotels had notice. It 
actually went before the board in 
1931 and in 1936 and complained 
about 
the 
valuation.

also 
charged that the 
company was 
playing hot and cold again be- 
cause it had filed a petition in the 
federal court in Omaha to be per-

1,4 teaipoon vanilla 
Remove pits from prunes and 
cut into pieces.
